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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: According to 
a response filed on 02/14/08, applicant has amended the original claims by cancelling 
claims 1 through 20, and submitted new claims 21-24, in which claims 21 and 24 is 
independent and claims 22 and 23 are dependent. 

The currently pending claims 21-24, have been carefully reviewed, and 
applicant's arguments/remarks are respectfully considered. Applicant's arguments as 
discussed in applicant's response page 5-6, has been found persuasive and distinct. 
Examiner has updated a search and determines that the claimed application is in 
condition for Allowance for the reasons given below: 

Regarding claims 21 [i.e., independent] through 23, the prior art searched and of 
record neither anticipates nor suggests a transport system for transporting a document 
along a transport path for scanning by at least a first camera; a first removable image 
guide disposed between the first camera and a first side of said document, wherein the 
first removable image guide comprises a first manifold with a first pattern of holes for 
applying a first level of air pressure or vacuum to the document; and an upgrade 
removable image guide, wherein replacement of the first removable image guide with 
the upgrade removable image guide provides an alternate manifold with an alternate

pattern of holes that provide a second level of air pressure or vacuum to the document, 
wherein the second level differs from the first level. 

In particular, this feature of a manifold configured as part of a replaceable image 
guide upgrade is not shown or suggested in either the Mitomi '082 or Rapkin et al. 754 
disclosures, for using differential pressure or vacuum along the document transport path 
or for modifying a replaceable component in order to suitably adapt the document 
transport path for a change in vacuum or pressure level, and therefore, It is believed 
that the all pending claims 21-23 are allowed as amended. 

Regarding claim 24, also allowed for the reasons the prior art searched and of 
record neither anticipates nor suggests a method for scanning a document comprising: 
interchangeably installing either a first removable image guide or an upgrade removable 
image guide between a first camera and a transport path for the document, wherein the 
first removable image guide comprises a first manifold having a first pattern of holes for 
applying pressure or vacuum and wherein the upgrade removable image guide 
comprises an alternate manifold having an alternate pattern of holes; transporting said 
document past the first camera while applying air pressure or vacuum through either the 
first manifold or alternate manifold accordingly; and wherein the alternate manifold 
provides a different pressure or vacuum level than does the first manifold. 

For the same reason as indicated above, In particular, the feature of a manifold 
configured as part of a replaceable image guide upgrade is not shown or suggested 
either the Mitomi '082 alone or with Rapkin et al. '754 in combination, for using 
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differential pressure or vacuum along the document transport path or for modifying a 
replaceable component in order to suitably adapt the document transport path for a 
change in vacuum or pressure level, and therefore, It is believed that the all pending 
claims 21-24 are allowed as amended. 

Further, claims 22 and 23 are also allowed for being dependent on allowed 
independent claim 21.
